The first naval hero of the United 


States —now almost 
forgotten—was 


Jeremiah O'Brien, a Maine man, whose 
racial descent is clearly indicated by 
his name. He commanded an Ameri- 
can vessel in the first naval battle of 
the Revolution, which was fought near 
Machins, Me., June 12. 1775. Some 
little time before an English schooner, 
the Margranetto. was at Machlas. and 
a number of people of the town, led 
by Jeremiah O'Brien and Benjamin 
Foster, conspired to capture her. The 
attempt was successful, and, with 
O'Brien In command, the Margranetto 
made a voyage to the bay of Fundy. 
An English schooner and tender were 
sent out to look for the Margranetto, 
and when O'Brien returned to Machins 
he found them awaiting him. 
The 


first naval batt'e of the United States 
was fought 
then and there, and 


O'Brien and his men added the schoon- 
er nnd tender to their prizes.—New 
York World.

The public highways of the state 


are divided into three classes, name- 
ly: state roads, county roads and 
township roads: 


(a) 
State roads shall include 


such part or parts of the inter-coun- 
ty highways and main market roads 
as have been or may 
hereafter be 


constructed by the state, or which 
have been or may hereafter be tak- 
en over by the state as provided in 
this act, and such roads shall be 
maintained by the state highway de- 
partment. 


(b) 
County roads shall 
include 


all roads which have been or may be 
improved by the county by placing 
brick, stone, gravel or 
other road 


building material thereon, or here- 
tofore built hy the state and not a 
part of the inter-county or main mar- 
ket system of roads, together with 
such roads as have betn or may be 


than ten dollars nor more than two 
hundred dollars. 


Whoever, being charged by law 


with the duty of causing any unim- 
proved gravel road or part thereof to 
be dragged shall wilfully fail, neg- 
lect or refuse or cause the same to 
be done, in such munner and within 
the time fixed by the law, shall on 
conviction thereof be fined not more 
than $50, nor less than $10.

In ever varying movement, one will 
find that moving in accordance with 
the prescribed laws 'of opposition is 
the natural and restful and easy way 
for a controlled body to move, and 
their mental power grows because 
of and through the physical harmony. 


The movement of the waist in op- 
position to the hips is what gives 
that easy, sinuous balance or har-
